JUST  A FEW  WORDS  . . . PLEASE 

Since  the  inception  of  this  news- 
letter, we  have  tried  to  gear  it  to 
the  numismatic  tastes  of  our  readers. 
Unfortunately,  curators  and  non- 
United  States  members  have  not 
received  adequate  coverage.  The 
solution  is  in  the  cooperation  herein 
solicited  from  curators  and  members 
from  abroad  to  write  a regular  column. 
While  the  pay  is  minimal  (nothing) 
the  contacts  and  satisfaction  is  maximal. 
Curators , why  not  tell  us  about  your 
problems  and  those  who  are  not  U.S. 
residents  are  asked  to  write  an  article 
about  their  local  coinage  and  collectors 
or  perhaps  difficulties  in  creating  a 
publication,  etc.

Whether  or  not  you  sell  your  material  depends  ultimately  on  the  degree  of 
talent  and  sound  craftsmanship  you  possess,  but  there  are  hints  which  will 
help  you  make  sales. 


Nonfiction 

Opportunities  for  the  nonfiction  writer  are  better  than  ever;  but,  while  many 
editors  are  looking  hard  for  article  ideas,  their  standards  are  high.  Articles 
must  be  thoroughly  researched,  more  smoothly  written  than  ever  before. 

The  over-the-surface,  slick  treatment  of  a subject  just  isn’t  good  enough 
any  more.  The  editor  wants  a point  of  view,  an  angle,  an  approach.  He 
wants  hard  digging  and  thoughtful  writing. 

It  would  be  unrealistic,  however,  to  expect  a top  magazine  to  give  an  as- 
signment to  a new  writer,  even  on  the  basis  of  the  most  competent  query.  It 
is  more  likely  that  the  editor  will  express  an  interest  in  seeing  your  manu- 
script but  will  make  no  commitments.  So  be  prepared  to  submit  time  and 
time  again  on  speculation,  and  be  prepared  to  be  rejected. 

What  types  of  stories  are  selling  now?  The  simplest,  and  probably  least 
helpful  answer  is  “well-written  stories.”  Agent  after  agent  will  say  the  same 
thing:  “Some  subjects  are  hotter  than  others,  but  the  really  good  article  will 
be  certain  to  sell  somewhere.”  However,  here  are  a few  of  the  types  in 
demand  at  top  general  interest  magazines. 

1.  The  Blockbuster — the  controversial  story  that  will  make  news,  get 
talked  about,  sell  copies. 

2.  The  personality  profile — always  in  demand,  but  now  needs  more  dig- 
ging and  depth. 

3.  Light,  funny,  offbeat  pieces.  Humor  is  an  elusive  thing  and  few  people 
can  agree  on  just  what  is  funny,  but  editors  continue  to  look  for  it. 

What  are  some  of  the  article  types  bought  by  special  interest  consumer 
magazines,  house  organs,  trade  journals? 

4.  The  How-To-Do-It  Article — just  about  anything  the  reader  can  do 
in  simple,  easy  to  understand  language,  stressing  personal  satisfaction  and/or 
possibly  saving  money — how  to  refinish  furniture;  how  to  fish  for  trout;  how 
to  get  along  with  your  husband ; how  to  bridge  the  generation  gap. 

5.  The  Success  Article — telling  how  one  person  came  to  be  as  renowned 
or  wealthy  as  he  is.  Trade  journals  use  this  to  describe  the  techniques  used 
by  businessmen  who  have  become  tops  in  manufacturing  or  retailing;  fra-, 
temal  magazines  use  it  to  show  how  a Lion  or  Rotarian  became  a leader  in 
the  community;  religious  magazines  use  it  to  show  how  a person  overcomes 
handicaps  to  his  personal  salvation. 

6.  The  Expose — (but  be  sure  you’re  on  firm  ground  in  case  of  a libel 
suit!)  how  a jury  was  bribed;  inferior  materials  used  in  a public  project;  a 
shady  business  selling  materials  through  fraud. 

Other  article  types  include  the  self-improvement  article,  the  adventure 
piece,  inspirational,  historical,  seasonal,  travel,  religious  articles. 

The  articles  a magazine  has  published  are  not  necessarily  an  infallible 
guide  to  what  they  will  publish.  While  you  are  reading  the  October  issue 
(put  together  last  June),  the  editors  may  be  planning  to  head  off  in  an  en- 
tirely different  direction.  However,  reading  a magazine  is  still  the  best  guide, 
and  it  should  give  you  a feeling  for  the  magazine’s  basic  approach.

Numerals

Writing  words  for  numerals  or  using  numbers  for  words  is  a 
matter  of  convention  and  custom.  A few  general  principles  about 
this  vexing  problem  in  mechanics  can  be  stated;  but  variations  do 
occur,  and  the  stylebooks  of  reputable  newspapers,  magazines,  and 
book  publishers  differ  widely. 

In  general,  proceed  on  the  correct  assumption  that  your  reader 
comprehends  actual  numerals  more  readily  than  word  expressions 
for  numbers,  especially  in  scientific,  technical,  and  statistical  mat- 
ter: for  example,  197  is  clearer  to  most  readers  than  one  hundred 
ninety-seven.  Despite  this  principle,  numbers  should  actually  be 
spelled  out  in  certain  instances  as  shown  below.  Some  of  these 
instances  are  matters  of  typographic  appearance,  such  as  the  rule 
about  not  beginning  a sentence  with  a numeral.  Others  are 
merely  matters  of  convention  that  have  been  adopted  through 
the  years  for  no  obvious  reason. 

Since  exact  and  unchanging  rules  for  representing  numerals 
cannot  be  cited,  it  is  preferable  to  adopt  a general  svstenr  and 
to  use  it  consistently.  In  arriving  at  a formula  which  will  cover 
most  of  your  uses  of  numerals,  remember  these  generally  accepted 
principles: 

( 1 ) Never  begin  a sentence  with  an  actual  numeral. 

( 2 ) Use  words  for  numbers  between  one  and  ninety  -nine. 

( 3 ) Use  figures  for  words  above  ninety-nine. 

(4)  When  a number  can  be  expressed  in  not  more  than  two 
words,  write  it  in  words. 

(5)  When  a number  can  be  expressed  in  no  less -than  three 
words,  use  figures. 

(6)  Arabic  numerals  arc  generally  preferable  to  Roman  nu- 
merals. 

Memorizing  these  six  principles,  which  are  usually  but  not 
always  consistent,  will  save  you  much  trouble. 

Roman  numerals  are  rarely  preferable  to  Arabic  numbers,  but 
you  should  know  how  they  are  formed  in  order  to  use  them  cor- 
rectly when  an  infrequent  need  arises  and  also  to  understand  what 
you  read  on  cornerstones,  tombstones,  and  monuments  of  varied 
kinds.  A repeated  letter  repeats  a value;  a letter  before  one  of 
greater  value  subtracts  from  it;  a letter  following  one  of  greater  value 
adds  to  it;  a dashline  over  a letter  means  “multiplied  bv  1,000.’’
